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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-15 are presented for examination. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following infomnalities: In the specification, at the end 
of page 6, it appears that the last paragraph is incomplete. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The infonnation disclosure statement filed December 3, 2003 with regards to the two URL links 
[see the crossed out items on the attached Fonri 1449] fails to comply with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97, 
1.98 and MPEP § 609 because a URL link itself is not a prior art reference. It has been placed in the 
application file, but the infonmation referred to therein has not been considered as to the merits. Applicant 
is advised that the date of any re-submission of any item of infonnation contained in this information 
disclosure statement or the submission of any missing element(s) will be the date of submission for 
purposes of determining compliance with the requirements based on the time of filing the statement, 
including all certification requirements for statements under 37 CFR 1 .97(e).

4. Claims 1-15 are allowed over the prior art of record teach the claimed automatic rollback system 
and method of operation thereof, as recited in the independent claims 1, lines 2-12; daim 3, lines 3-12;

a. Shah e al., US 2004/0088601 , teaches an auto-fix component that rollbacks the system 
to its previous state. 
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b. Kung et al., US 2005/0034122, teaches a process for automatic system backup and 
restore during software installation. 

c. Nicholson ea I., US 2004/0153724, teaches an operating system update and boot failure 



d. Kawamata et a!., 6,820,259, teaches a software recovery unit 165 to recover the state of 
software before the installation in case the installation is failed. 

e. Peev et a!., US 2003/0121033, teaches installing software on a mobile computing device 
using the rollback and security feature of a configuration manager.
